ſcattered in various prophecies, will in 
all probability be accompliſhed in the 
following manner. The Jews, when 
they are converted and reſtor'd again to 
their own land, out of an abhorrence 
of themſelves for their late crime, Ezek. 
XXXV1. 31. and to obliterate it as much 
as poſſible, and that they may eyen out- 
do the Gentiles on this obcaſioll, for as 
St. Paul proves from the ancient pro- 
phecies the preaching of the Goſpel to 
the Gentiles was to provoke them to 
jealouſy,: Rom. x. 19. xi: 11: will be 
more remarkably zealons and diligent 
than ever any people were before, in 
converting all nations to the Chriſtian 
FaithF®. e our Apoſtle argues, 
Rom. Xi. 12. if the fall of them was 
the riches of the world, and the dimi- 
niſhing of them the riches of the Gen- 
tiles: how much more their fulneſs ? If 
the caſting them away was the recon-

ciling 
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eiling of the world; what ſhall the 
receiving of them be, but life from the 
dead? And in Iſaiah we are told; xi. 
11—14. When the Lord ſhall ſet his 
hand again the ſecond time, to recover 
the remnant of his people which ſhall 
be left, from Aſſyria, and from Egypt, 
and from Cuſh, and from Elam, and 
from Shinar, and from Hamath, and 
from the iſlands of the ſea: when he 
ſhall aſſemble the outcaſts of Iſrael, and 
gather together the diſperſed of Judah, 
from the four corners of the earth, they 
ſhell fly upon the ſhoulders: of the Phi- 
liſtines toward the weſt ; they ſhall ſpoil 
them of the eaſt together; they ſhall 
lay their hand upon Edom and Moab, 
and the children of Ammon ſhall obey 
them: which laſt verſe in its chief and 
moſt important ſenſe muſt ſignify ſpiri- 
tually their laying; hold of and exert» 
ing their utmoſt pains and diligence-in 
bringing them over to the obedience of 
the Goſpel. For ſhould this ſecond 
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deliverance be referred to the deliverance 
of the Jews from their Babyloniſh Cap- 
tivity, which the expreſſions above will 
ſcarce admit at leaſt in their fulleſt ſenſe, 
and ſo their ſeizing on theſe nations to 
their conqueſts of them under the Mac- 
cabees : yet ſtill there are other expreſ- 
ſions, which refer to another period. 
As at the period here mentioned it is 
ſaid, the enmity betwixt Judah an 
Ephraim or the kingdom of Iſrael ſh 
be aboliſhed ; but at their return from 
the Babyloniſh Captivity it was carried 
on betwixt them and the remains of that 
kingdom the Samaritans to a greater 
height than ever. And that there will 
be a time, when theſe two kingdoms 
ſhall again be amicably united, we are 
very particularly told by Ezekiel. See 
chap. xxxvii. 19—22. Beſides at this 
time ſomething extraordinary is to be 
done for the Gentiles, an enſign or 
ſtandard- of true religion is to be lifted 
ap to recover thoſe of them that have 
hitherto 
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hitherto continued in heatheniſm, or 
ſuch who had formerly embraced the 
chriſtian religion but afterwards apoſta- 
tiſed from it. And in the laſt verſes of 
this chapter we have an intimation given 
us of thoſe events which will facilitate 
their making theſe converts. As by the 
highway from Aſſyria may juſtly be fig- 
nified, a way ſhall be prepared for it by 
weakening and overthrowing the Turk- 
iſh or Mahometan powers; and as idola- 
trous Rome is oft compared to Egypt, 
ſo by the Lord's ſhaking his hand over 
and drying up its river, as he did to the 
Red Sea for the delivering the Iſraelites 
from that houſe of bondage, all obſtacles 
to the ſeveral people's embracing genu- 
ine chriſtianity ſrom this quarter will 
be removed by the ſame. events happen- 
ing to that tyrannical power. Again we 
are told in Ezekiel, xxix. 21. that when 
God cauſes the horn of the houſe of 
Iſrael to bud, he will give them the 
opening of the mouth or make them the 

preachers 
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preachers as it were of a, new religion: In 
the midſt of the Egyptians ; and they 
ſhili zun that I ame the Lord. The 
occaſion of it was this; as Ezekiel had 
begun in this chapter to denounce the 
heavy judgments which ſhould fall up- 
on the Egyptians for their ſeducing the 
houſe of Iſrael from God and treachery 
to them that tho' they ſhould return 
from the Babyloniſn Captivity, they 
ſhould become a vile kingdom, the 
baſeſt of kingdoms, and ſhould never 
more exalt themſelves above the nations 
around them; 14, 15. and accordingly 
ſince that period they have been gene- 
rally under the dominion of others he 
adds by way of conſolation at the end, 
that by this people they ſhould at 
length be brought to the true know- 
ledge of God and his religion. It might 
likewiſe be intended as a conſolation to 
the Jews, v/2. to aſſure them, that tho 
they ſhould not arrive at their ancient 
grandeur and ſuperiority on their return 
| from 
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from their Baby loniſh Captivity, a time 
!hould come, when it would again ſpring 
forth. 

Now as the Jews will hw no attach- 
ment to thoſe corruptions which have 
been introduced into the chriſtian re- 
ligion, but will interpret its doctrines 
in ſtrict conformity to the law and the 
prophets, of which when the veil is 
removed from their eyes they will gain 
a fuller underſtanding, it may be pre- 
ſumed they will preach it in great purity 
and perfection, and will urge with great-- 
er vehemence than many now do, that 
it is nothing leſs than a manifeſtation of 
that fit, proper, and moſt gracious 
ſcheme God has all along appointed for 
the recovery of man from the bad effects 
of the fall and his reſtoration to happi- 
neſs ; and therefore af people are defirous 
of theſe bleſings they cannot act more 
prudently than heartily 2 ſincerely to 
embrace it. | 
The great purity. and perfection in 
which the doctrines of the Goſpel will 
be 
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be preſented to the world at this ſeaſon 
is alſo aſſerted in the prophecies. In 
this mountain, as the event is to iſſue 
from Judea, ſhall the Lord of Hoſts 
make unto all people a feaſt of fat 
things, a feaſt of wines on the lees, of 
fat things full of marrow, of wines on 
the lees well refined. If. xxv. 6. The 
wines on the lees well refined ſignify 
ſuch wines as have been long kept on 
the lees but which ſhall now be ſtrained 
off quite clear and pure, and very fitly 
repreſent the doctrines of the Goſpel 
which have been long mixt with cor- 
ruptions, even from the very firſt preach- 
ing of them, as it is very evident a great 
part of the apoſtolical writings is to 
guard their converts againſt them; but 
which at this time ſhall be entirely freed 
from them: the fat things full of mar- 
row alſo expreſs what an excellent ſpi- 
ritual nouriſhment. they will be in this 
condition. He then proceeds, 7. In 
this mountain he will deſtroy the face

of the covering caſt over all people, and 
the veil that is ſpread over all nations; 
1. e. he will by this means remove that 
cloud of ignorance, darkneſs and ſuper- 
ſition which hangs over moſt nations“. 
So again we are told, Zeph. iii. 9. Then 
alluding to this ſeaſon I will return or 
by certain great revolutions which ſhall 
happen in the world will reſtore to the 
people a pure language: the word here 
tranſlated language is the ſame as that 
which is tranſlated lips in Ifaiah vi. 5. 
and in both ſignifies a religicus confeſ- 
fion; and the word pure in its moſt ſim- 
ple form is applied to wheat that hath 
been winnowed and cleanſed, and in 
the duplicate form here us'd mcans 
what has been moſt thoroughly ſo. It 
follows, that they may call upon the 


name of the LokD, to ſerve him with 
one conſent,

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When the Jews by theſe means have 
gained many converts in different na- 


tions and kingdoms, the different go- 


vernments under which they live will 
take umbrage at it, and look upon them 
as forming a conſpiracy to overthrow 
their civil and religious eſtabliſhments ; 
and as what is generally done in ſuch 
caſes will raiſe a bitter perfecution againſt 
them : to avoid which many will fly into 
other countries, and wherever they ge 
will carry the Goſpel along with them. 
Thoſe that eſcape of them I will ſend 
unto the nations, to Tarſhiſh, Pul, and 
Lud, that draw the bow, to Tubal, and 
ſavan; to the iſles ifar off that have not 
heard my fame, neither have ſeen my glo- 
ry; and they ſhall declare my glory 
among the Gentiles. Iſaiah Ixvi. 19. 
And when theſe have gain'd converts in 
thoſe parts, the ſame perſecutions will 
be ſtirred up againſt them. Neither 
will thoſe who ſtay behind ceaſe inſtruct- 
ing their countrymen in theſe comforta- 

able 
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ble and important doctrines, which they 
themſelves are now ſo fully convinced 
of; ſo that in a little time the number of 
converts will become as great or greater 
than before. of 2 
It will be proper to obſerve here, all 
they who are ſo zealouſly employed in 
propagating the Chriſtian Religion du- 
ring the whole age of the Goſpel, and 
oppoſing the corruptions which have 
been introduced into it are thoſe that are 
ſaid to be with the lamb, the called, the 
choſen, and faithful; Revelations xvi. 
14. the armies that follow him in hea- 
ven upon white horſes, clothed: in fine 
linen, white and clean: xix. 14. for 
though theſe laſt may more particularly 
mean thoſe that are ſo employed at this 
period ; yet ſtill thoſe that went before 
are not to be excluded;: as the firſt are 
deſcribed as all along combating with 
him againſt his adverſaries of thechurch of 
Rome. However concerning the laſt we 
are told of a very ſharp conteſt chat ſhall 
- wo happen 
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happen at this time betwixt the kings 
of the earth and their armies, and him 
that ſitteth alſo upon a white horſe, 
whoſe name is called the Word of 
Gop, and this army of his. xix. 11— 
13, 19*. The occaſion of which con- 
teſt will be this, as the number of con- 
verts keep increaſing in all nations, not- 
withſtanding all that their governors have 
done to prevent it, they will grow 


more and more exaſperated againſt them, 


and will have recourſe to freſh and 
more violent means to ſuppreſs them. 
But though all the oppoſition the con- 
verts will make will be only in main- 
taining the excellency of the religion 


they have embraced, and expoſing the 


abſurdity of all the others that have 
prevailed in the world, or at moſt 
ſtanding up in their own defence; yet 
at a fit and proper ſeaſon our bleſſed

deed the whole pſalm in the moſt important ſenſe applies 
t2 the events of this period, 
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Lok will exert himſelf wonderfully in 
their behalf, and defeat and overthrow 
their perſecutors in a very ſignal and re- 
markable manner. For this work he 
challenges to himſelf; IC. Ixiii. 5. I 
looked, ſays he, and there was none to 
help, and I wonder'd there was none to 
uphold: thereforemineown arm brought 
ſalvation. unto me, and my fury it up- 
held me. 3. I have trodden the wine 
preſs alone; and of the people there was 
none with me: for I will tread them in 
ray anger, and trample them in my fury. 
And in the Revelation we are told, xix. 
15. He treadeth the wine preſs of the 


fierceneſs and wrath of ALMIGHTy 


Gop: out of his mouth goeth a ſharp 
ſword, that with it he ſhould (mite the 
nations; and he ſhall rule, Heb, break, 
them with a rod of iron, and daſh-them 
in pieces like a potter's veſſel. - Pſ. ii. . 
In regard to this great ſlaughter he 
ſhall then make of them, he is deſcrib- 
ed as having his garment dyed, dipt and 
ſtained 
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ſtained all over with blood. IC. Ixiii. 3. 

Rev. xix. 13. And the time of executing 
it is called the day and year of vengeance; 
the year of recompences, the year of the 
tedeemed. If. Ixiii. 4. xxxiv. 8. The 
day of his wrath, in which he will ſtrike 
through kings—judge the heathen—fill 
the Places with dead bodies - and wound 
the heads over many countries. Pf. cx. 
5, 6. Rev. xi. 18. It is likewiſe in ma- 
ny ꝓtaces ſtyl'd a great ſacrifice, to which 
he bids tris gueſts, the fowls of the hea- 
ven; For ſo St. John deſcribes them; 
I faw, ſays he, an Angel ftanding in the 
fan; and he cried with a loud voice, 
faying to all the fowls that fly in the 
midſt of heaven, come and gather your- 


ſelves together unto the ſupper of the 


great Gop; that ye may eat the fleſh of 
kings, and the fleſh of captains, and the 
fieſh of mighty men, and the fleſh of 
horſes, and of them that fit on them, 
and the fleſh of all men, both free and 
dad, both ſmall and great. Iſ. xxxiv. 6. 
Ezekiel 
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Ezekiel xxxix. 17. Zeph. i. 7. Revs 
xix. 17, 18. | 
As we are told that at the ſounding af 
the ſeventh trumpet, when the myſtery of 
Gop is to becompleted, there were great 
voices in heaven—and there were lights 
nings, and voices, and thundrings, and 
an earthquake, and great hail; Rev. x. 7. 


xi. 15, 19. So again at the pouring 


out of the ſeventh vial into the air, 


when a voice came out from the throne 
of heaven ſaying it is done, there were 
voices, and thunder, and lightnings, and 
a great earthquake; and there fell up- 
on men a great hail out of heaven, 


every ſtone about the weight of a 


talent; xvi. 17, 21. this great ſlaugh- 
ter and deſtruction will in all probabi- 
lity be really attended and effected with 
theſe dreadful inſtruments of the di- 
vine vengeance. We need not ſup- 
poſe: that all the kingdoms of the earth, 
which are in oppoſition to the ſpreadmg 
and embracing of the - Chriſtian Reli- 

| | gion 
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gion, will be deſtroyed at once but ſuc- 
ceſſively; as were the idolatrous king- 
doms of Canaan before the children of 
Iſrael. Neither will every one; if any 
of the kingdoms be deſtroyed at the firſt 
ftroke; for we are told of ſome that will 
ſurvive who will blaſpheme Gop be- 
cauſe of the hail, which will be exceed- 
ing great. 

Rome alſo ſhall hive her part, and a 
very conſpicuous part in this overthrow 
of the enemies of Chriſtianity for we are 
told many of theſe people ſhall be ſlain 
or overcome by the ſharp ſword which 
proceedeth out of the mouth of the 
LoRD; xix. 15, 21. the fame which the 
apoſtle deſcribes to the Hebrews, iv. 12. 
as quick and powerful, and piercing 
even to the dividing aſunder of ſoul and 
ſpirit,: ſo may we imagine by this bold 
and zealous preaching every where the 
pure and genuine doctrines of the Goſ- 
pel, and nothing will be ſo odious and 
abominable to- the converted Jews as 

the 
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l 
the idolatrous worſhip of the church 
of Rome, many in all thoſe countries 
which - ſtill hold communion with it 
will at this time be reclaimed*. And as 
it is faid all the ten kingdoms, which 
one while gave their power, riches, and 
honours to the beaſt, ſhall inthe end hate 
this whore for her fornications, and ſhall 
make her deſolate, and naked, and ſhall 
ear her fleſh, and burn her with fire: 
XV. 13, 16. S0 what is meant by it 
toward this period they will withdraw 
them: from her, and employ all their 
power and nfluence againſt her.— Nei- 
ther ſhall the Papalins eſcape the great 
laughter, for the beaſt we are told ſhall 
be gathered together with the Kings 
of the earth to make war with the cap- 
tain of our ſalvation in the laſt conteſt; 
Rev. xix. 19. and when the wine preſs is 


trodden without the city, the blood 
will come out of the wine preis, even

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unto the horſe bridles, by the ſpace of 


a thouſand and fix hundred furlongs; 
Xiv. 20. which as has been obſerv'd by 
Biſhop Newton is juſt the extent of what 


is called St. Peter's patrimony.—Rome . 


alſo itſelf, that great city, the mother of 
harlots, and of all the abominations that 
have been done on the earth, ſhall not be 
forgotten before Gop at this time, but 
ſhall drink of the cup of his fury. xvi. 
19. XVI. 5. Xviit. 3—6. Her plagues 
ſhall come upon her in one day, nay in 
one hour, 10. death, mourning, and fa- 
mine, and ſhe ſhall be utterly burned 
with fire: for ſtrong is the LoRD Gop 


who judgeth her. 8. From which ex- 


preſſions it is reaſonable to conclude ſhe 
will meet with a ſimilar judgment to 
Sodom and Gomorra, and be ſwallowed 
up in a lake which burneth with fire 
and brimſtone. This fignal judgment 
upon her will make all the nations 
tremble, and may go a great way to in- 
ducing many amongſt them to forſake 
| their 
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their falſe religions and embrace the. 


_ chriſtian. 


And after all thoſe governments are 
overthrown which raiſe obſtacles to the 
ſpreading of it, and all the kingdoms of 
the world become the kingdoms of our 
LokD and of his CyRIsT; xi. 15. then 
ſhall commence the bleſſed, happy, glo- 
rious, peaceable reign of the MEssIAx. 
In his days ſhall the righteous flouriſh; 
and abundance of peace ſo long as the 
moon endureth or the earth continueth 
in its preſent form. Pſ. Ixxii. 7. Men 
ſhall beat their ſwords into plough- 


- ſhares and their ſpears into pruning 


hooks: nation ſhall not lift up ſword 
againſt nation, neither ſhall they learn 
war any more. If. ii. 4. They ſhall not 
hurt nor deſtroy in all Gop's holy moun- 
tain; that great mountaain (the em- 
pire of ChRISTH) which will fill or 
be extended over the whole earth. 
Tf. xi. 9. Ixv. 25. Dan. ii. 35. Agreea- 
ble to which we read in St. Luke; xx1. 

26 
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ail the powers of heaven ſhall 
be ſhaken, or all the governments of the 
world be thus diffolved as I have ex- 
plained ie in another tract; L and men's 
hearts fail them for fear, and for looking 
after thoſe things which are coming on 
the curth: then they ſhall ſce the Son of 
Man coming in a cloud, with power and 
great glory. And when theſe things be- 
gin to come to paſs, then (ſays, he to his 
choſen and faithful ones) look up, and 
lift uß your heads for your redemp- 
tion draweth nigh. And in land Ixvi. 
23. it hall come to paſs viz. at this 


time, that from one new moon to ano- 
ther, and from one fabbath to ano-

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to the prophetical language days are 
taken for years; and as by from one 
new moon to another is meant a month 
of ſuch years, ſo by from one ſabbath to 
another a week: now ſhould we take 
them as diſtinct periods, wherein ſome 
ſhall go in one, and ſome in another; or 
both forming one period, within it all 
people of all nations ſhall go up to Je- 
ruſalem to addreſs IMMANUEL, and hear 
the gracious words, which will proceed 
out of his mouth. And in their jour- 
ney hither as they go forth, they ſhall 
look upon the carcaſſes of the men that 
have tranſgreſſed againſt the LoxD; for 
their worm ſhall not die, neither ſhall 
their fire be quench'd and they ſhall be 
an abomination unto all fleſh.
